INCOURAGES HOME BUILDING 

HE extent to which lumber can extend its 
T markets or retain those which it now has will 

be largely determined by the extent to which 

the effort of the lumber industry is success- 
ful in developing improved methods and standards for 
the use of lumber in building and in seeuring the 
recognition of these methods in actual building prac- 
tice. 

The lumber situation in the northwest is the most 
satisfactory it has been within the past sixteen 
months, says R. W. Vinnedge, President West Coast 
Lumbermen’s Association. The psychology of the in- 
dustry was never better. The leavening influence is 
the water-borne trade. For the past ninety days, 
water shipments have represented 38 per cent of total 
shipments of the northwest. 

There is every reason to believe that a steady im- 
provement will be evident early in 1922, and it will 
indeed, welcomed by the mills of Oregon and 
Washington, ninety per cent of which are losing 
from $1 to $2 per thousand on their present output.

NEWSPAPERS IN THE SCHOOLS 

VERY one knows that children in the schools 
L need to be interested in the events of the world 

today to comprehend with definiteness where 

these events are placed, and to see something 
of the relation between these events and past experi- 
ence. The average study of ‘‘eurrent events;’’ héw- 
ever, is rarely from an international point of view, 
and seldom cultivates much real thinking. This is 
because many of the newspapers and periodicals to 
which the children have access give only unrelated 
bits of news, with little sense of what is permanently 
important to the world as a whole. For that reason 
a teacher in the schools may often have to arrange 
for the students items collected from various news- 
papers and other sources, so as to give an intelligent 
survey of what is going on. Children, perhaps, need 
even more to be taught how to select and skip in their 
reading of newspapers than how to interest them- 
selves in newspapers generally. In the United States 
especially this is the problem, for news is usually 
presented in such disarrangement, and with columns 
that are unimportant overwhelming those that deserve 
to be read and understood, that the newspaper is a 
puzzle to both teacher and pupil. 

From the right use of newspapers in the schools, 
children ought to be able to comprehend the main 
facts about the situation in Morroceo, in Shantung, 
or in Ireland, without any coloring of special pro- 
paganda. Encouraged to consider facts, instead of 
merely alarming stories, they learn the more readily to 
reason for themselves. Since all real education is 
education in thinking, children should early be aroused 
1o the need for comparing different accounts of the 
same conditions in order not be merely influenced 
by the false bias of so-called news or of editorial 
comments intended to stifle thinking. 

Unfortunately the consideration of newspapers and 
current events in the schools is too often only a 
subtle way in which special propaganda is dissemina- 
ied. By this means children in the United States are 
led to believe that the theories of one school of 
medicine are absolute truth that the Irish are the most 
cruelly treated people in the world, that strictly na- 
tional patriotism is the great ideal of citizenship, or 
anything else that the board of education of a town 
or county and the partisan teachers working under 
the board may be influenced to ineculeate. Parents 
and teachers who are awake to this danger should, 
therefore, arouse the children the more earnestly to 
reason for themselves. The honest teacher will choose 
such newspapers and such accounts as are simply 
honest, and will encourage pupils to question even 
the most plausible statements to whether or not they 

on facets. Unquestioning acceptance of 
cilher past or present history as presented by others 
is never desirable. Perhaps, then, the value of news- 
papers in teaching, today, is in proportion to the 
questions that they stimulate as well as in proportion 
to the questions they answer.—The Monitor.

C Too often our friends are 

inclined to let our errors and faults slip by, 
or to cover them up as it were, in order to save 
us embarrassment, and they consider their act a 
kindly one. True, the person making the criticism 
should, first of all be sure of his ground. He should 
know that his criticism is just, well-founded and need- 
ed. Then in the second place he should use the 
greatest tact in selecting the place and time in which 
to make the suggestion to his erring friend. There 
is a time and place for everything, and, often ex- 
ception is taken to a suggestion broached. in publie 
which would be weleomely received were it made in 
private between two friends. 

Were it not for criticism and the fear of criticism, 
many of us would go plodding along in the same old 
rut making the same errors over and over again, 
not realizing that our actions or deeds or words are 
creating a spirit of inharmony in those who have our 
best interests at heart. It requires nerve—nothing 
but undaunted nerve—to offer a criticism, even to our 





most intimate relative or friend but once that person 
vealizes that the criticism is meant only for good, 
and that the suggestion will work to his betterment. 
then he should fully appreciate the kindness shown 
and work upon the line of the suggestion, 

It takes a broad-minded person, one who is master 
of self to bow gracefully to eriticism, regardless of 
how meritorious that criticism may be. Often-times 
a direct criticism hits a pet scheme, or weakens the 
main link in a line of thought, but even so, if the 
criticism is just and correct, it is better to lose that

by those who know the good work 
being accomplished and, it is hoped, 
arouse interest in those who are not 
already cognizant of the activities 
of the organization. 

A great many people know the 
age between 16 and 16 as an “awk- 
ward” age. The reason for this is 
that at that age children have noth- 
ing with which to occupy their minds 
and bodies, just at the time when 
new ideas and ideals may be easily 
absorbed. It is at this age that 
scouting for girls plays an import- 
ant part. The scouts have the sim- 
plest, most practical, and most enter- 
taining way of handling the prob- 
lem of the growing girl. 

Girl Scouts, a national organiza- 
tion, is open’to every girl who wish- 
es to join it. The object of the or- 
ganization is to get girls used to 
group experience, outdoor life, and 
to learn to serve their community. 

The activities of the scouts are 
varied and may be classed in five 
groups: (1) the home-maker, (2) the 
producer, (3) the consumer, (4) the 
citizen, and (5) the human being. 

Before a Scout can go beyond the 
tenderfoot test she must show an 
elementary proficiency in cooking, 
housekeeping, first aid, and the rules 
of healthful living. This work to a 
girl seems a drudgery but when done 
in groups becomes a pleasure. 

Practically all the buying done in 
a home is done by women. Girl 
Scouts are taught the habits of thrift 
and economy of buying. When camp- 
ing, Girl Scouts must know how to 
get up tents, build leantos and con- 
struct fireplaces. They must know 
how to tie knots and when to use 
them. They are given badges for 
beekeeping, dairying, farming, gar- 
dening, weaving and needlework. All 
these are productive occupations 
which the girls do cheerfully in other-
